be no miatake about the facta. ^ 

Preaident Lincoln, who ("^itcred offlcc with the idea that war 
might be averted, made up/lug Cabinet of three former WhigH and 
four Oemocrata. He hirnfelf had been a Whig. Extreme Repuhli- 
oana regarded the CabJU'et with diatrnst. The Rpcrotary of the Navy, 
Qideon Wellea, waa^till a Democrat on everything but the alavery 
question. / 

The Secretary of the Interior, Caleb B. Sinilli, was an amiahif 

gntleman luid a pergonal a(M|uaintance of tlie Preflident, who 
d served in Congrcas witii liini. iiut lie proved to iiave no great 
executive capacity, aiid hig tenure of the office was soon terminated 
for that reason. Tlic Secretary of AVar, Simon Cameron, was a man 
of great puliticul inlluenec and had coimideruble altilities, liiil tiie.v 
/^did not lie in the direction of adminiatration. He was patriotic 
enough, but his vision was narrow, and under him the War Depart- 
ment was not well administered. 

In less than a year after his appointment Cameron was obliged 
to leave the Cabinet. In ap])(lintill^' his sueeessor the President did 
not appoint a former Whig or u former Uemocrat. He appointed a 
inan who was still a Democrat and a violeiit opponent and virulent 
persona! critie of himself. This man, Edwin M. Stanton, had ent the 
President to the heart with his hitter obuse; he had described iiim j 
as "the original gorilla," and on one occasion he had insulted the i 
future President openly, refusing; to be associated with him in a law ' 
case. He had given his reagona for thig refusal in the most cutting, 
blistering terms. As a Democrat he had been associated with the 
Buchanan wing of the party, the one which Lincoln held in detesta- 
tion. 

V 

He was appointed solely because the Preaident believed him to 

be possessed of great executive capacity, and in spite of the fact that 
his personality was disagreeable and offensive. Later on the Presi- 
dent had occasion to appoint a commander of the Army of the Poto- 1 
mac. He not only went out of the ranks of his friends and supporters, 
but he appointed a General who was openly critical of him and who 
was supposed to have considered the idea of making himself a dicta, 
tor and relegating the President to obscurity. This General was 
Joseph Hooker. The President did not appoint Hooker because he 
relished the language and attitude of that General, but because he 
thought Hooker would do more loward winning the war than other 
officers who were more fKendly politically and personally to himself. 

There can be no actual parsllel between conditiong in 1861 and 
conditions today, for the rea.son that in 18(11 Cabinet changes re- 
moved the occasion for the particular kind of criticism that is heard 
today. There was criticism of the Cabinet, but it was plainly seen 
to be nn.iust, as it was. therefore, inetfective. There can he no actual 
])arallel. for the further reason that in IStil the President did not 
confine the c(niduet of the war !o those personally or politically 
agreement with him, and iliis m Ic impossible much of the criticism 
which we hear today.— New York Times.
